Judiciary celebrates 


“Law Day 2006”

On October 5, 2006 
the Ho-Chunk Judiciary 
hosted Law Day 2006 at 
the Tribal Courthouse in 
Black River Falls. Now 
in its 11 th year the 
annual event gives tribal 
members and attorneys 
an opportunity to meet 
the judiciary staff, leam 
the history of the 
Nation’s court system 
and gain an insight into 
some of the issues and 
cases facing the court. 
This year “Law Day” 
was held in conjunction 
with the Wisconsin 
Tribal Judges 
Association (WTJA) 
quarterly meeting and 
judges and court 
personnel from other 
tribes were on hand to 
participate in lively 
discussions regarding 
Indian Law, including 
how states are now 
turning over jurisdiction 
to tribal courts in some 
areas. 

Judicial Law Clerk 
Nicole Homer began the 


day explaining the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Court’ updated website, 
which can be found on the 
Nation’s site, www.ho- 
chunk.com. She later reviewed 
past cases relating to housing, 
employment and name changes. 

Jennifer Tiller, who is also 
serving as a Judicial Law Clerk, 
explained how the Ho-Chunk 
Nation deals with child support 
orders. Noting that under 
provisions of the “Full Faith and 
Credit for Child Support Order 
Act,” the issuing state retains 
Continuing Exclusive Jurisdiction 
(CEJ) but the parties can file a 
written consent that allows the 
tribe to assume the CEJ. Tiller 
explained that while the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Court cannot alter 
the scope, duration or amount as 
previously determined, the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Legislature has 
passed ordinances in recognition 
of Foreign Child Support Orders. 
Currently there is an ordinance 
that allows the Court to withhold 
a maximum of 60 percent of tribal 
members Per Capita Distribution 
to satisfy current child support 
obligations. 

Associate Trial Court Judge, 
Amanda Rockman, noted that the 


law changes either by legislative 
or judicial action and explained 
how changes in the law can 
affect the judicial system. 
“Retroactivity and the law is a 
complicated issue,” she said, 
continuing that in some 
cases the law changes between 
the time of the action and the 
trial, the courts must decide if 
the law at the time of the action 
or the new law prevails. In 1 8 1 3 
Thomas Jefferson wrote; “The 
sentiment that ex-post- facto 
laws are against natural right is 
so strong in the United States 
that few, if any, of the state 
constitutions have failed to 
proscribe them.” Throughout 
the years courts have had to 
decide if their decision should 
be based on the law in force 
when the action occurred or the 
law in force at the time the 
decision is to be rendered. 
Rockman noted that courts 
across the country are now 
starting to favor the idea, “that 
new laws should generally 
govern parties regardless of 
when the transaction being 
litigated took place.” She stated 
that although Article X, Section 
1 (9) of the Ho-Chunk 


Constitution states, “The Ho- 
Chunk Nation, in exercising its 
powers of self-government, shall 
not pass any bill of attainder or ex 
post facto law,” the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Court system could 
review the issue, possibly 
opening a “new chapter” on 
Judicial Retroactivity. 

Chief Trial Court Judge, Todd 
Matha, concluded the day by 
explaining the types of 
immunities; sovereign, 
government, official, that protect 
the Ho-Chunk Nation from 
lawsuits. Sovereign immunity 
protects the Ho-Chunk Nation 
from suits except to the extent 
when the Legislature waives that 
immunity. Officials and 
employees, acting within the 
scope of their duties are also 
protected. Official immunity 
means that officials or employees 
of the Ho-Chunk Nation, who act 
beyond the scope of their 
authority, shall be subject to suit 
in equity only for declaratory and 
non-monetary injunctive relief. 
“The Complaint, in the case of an 
official or employee being sued, 
should indicate whether the 
official or employee is being sued 
in his or her individual or official 
capacity.”

The Hoca\k members of 
this great nation are 
descendents of a special 
group of people. These 
people were our families’ 
relations. Throughout 
the millions of years 
since the beginning of 
creation they lived in 
territory given to us by 
the Creator. It is in our 
possession currently 
along with laws created 
by non Hoca\k to keep 
in power over the 
minorities. The invasion 
of people to this 
continent was to exploit 
the land and all the 
resources. The invaders 
are successful in the 
different method of 
power. 

In a hopeless situation 


that seems to be currently in our path, 
this is only one of many situations 
that our people have faces throughout 
their existence. The one thing that 
we had was the belief in the creator. 
This was basis for the answers needed 
to over come these situations. The 
use of the sacred fire in the fasting 
ceremony. Since the veiy beginning 
this fast was the basis for all the 
people to use this method for help 
they sought in situations along with 
the use of our tobacco. The fire and 
tobacco were then used to help the 
people through situations. It was 
mandatory for all of our people to fast, 
to pray to the creator and all of his 
helpers or all of the spirits that the 
creator made to control this universe. 
The Earth, Sun, Moon, Thunder, and 
the many other spirits. Each spirit 
has a specific job to do in this creation. 
Everything the Hoca\k people have 
are from these fasts. 


I have been asked to think of our 
current situation, namely our 
sovereignty issue. According to 
Webster New College Dictionary it 
says: 1. Supremacy of authority or 
rule as exercised by a sovereign or a 
sovereign state. 2. Royal rank, power 
or authority. 3. Total independence 
and self government. 4. A territory 
existing as an independent state. 

Since the veiy beginning the 
HocaYk people have exercised 
sovereignty to the fullest. They had 
full control over our territory and the 
mles of conduct of our people. The 
issue then becomes an entanglement 
of issues pertaining to federal, state, 
and county situations. This issue is 
currently die main concern of tribes 
throughout Indian Country. One of 
the main laws of our people pertaining 
to conduct is the use of right and 
wrong. A decision based on the 
negative is not the answer to a 
situation. To be straight is the answer. 

Interpretations of sentences or 
words are an issue (example) that is 
practiced by people. These 


interpretations are then accepted and 
used in decisions. These decisions 
more or less favor who will benefit 
from this decision. 

This procedure is used along with 
other negative practices for the benefit 
of the users. A double standard is 
practiced in the business world 
basically against the masses. This is 
only one of many ways as I have 
mentioned. The education of our 
people not only in the practices I have 
mentioned but also in the frue ways 
of our people. I can tell you that the 
things I have told you were not made 
up by me but passed on by my elders. 

To be discovered by a foreign 
counhy, to be subjected to laws made 
in their favor, to devise methods to 
legally steal our land, to be pursued, 
captivated, and killed. These were 
some of the many methods we have 
faced.

Bridge a memorial to Ruben Thundercloud

Cloudy skies on an unusually 
cold fall day did not chill the spirit 
as officials of the Riverside & Great 
Northern Preservation Society 
joined dignitaries and friends at the 
dedication of The Ruben 
Thundercloud Memorial Bridge, 
near Hyde Park in Wisconsin Dells 
on October 13. Ruben (1926- 1997) 
was a longtime employee of the 
railroad and the 220-foot-long 
structure will now serve as a 
memorial keeping both his name 
and history alive. 

Located a mile from the Hyde 
Park train depot and gift shop, the 
new bridge, over a canyon, replaces 
one dating back to 1 852. Washed 
out during a summer storm in 2004, 
the bridge served the small steam 
engine taking tourists on the three 
mile round trip from Hyde Park 
through the surrounding 
countryside, reenacting a travel 
experience of days gone by. When 
the original bridge was destroyed, 
past Society President, Frank 
Mucci, knew a replacement was 
needed to preserve history. Mucci, 
who would go on to manage the 
new bridge project, stated “I knew 


we would do this, I just didn’t know 
how,” recalled that with the help of 
the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA), 
local officials and businesses and 
volunteers, what started as a dream 
soon became reality. 

Though he never met Ruben, 
Mucci continued that when it came 
time to name the bridge, “seen as a 
sign of respect for a dedicated 
property,” former co-workers 
recalled Ruben’s dedication and 
work ethic and his name became 
synonymous with the on-going 
project. Because the old bridge was 
destroyed on a stormy night, Mucci 
laughed that “the name 
Thundercloud just sounded right.” 
Since the “idea” became a “project” 
in 2004, over 6,000 volunteer hours 
were put into building the bridge, 
bringing what Mucci described as 
“unexpected rewards.” “It wound 
up bringing people together,” he 
said, including members of the Ho- 
Chunk Nation, retired railroad 
workers, community volunteers and 
government officials. 

Among the dignitaries on hand 
was Wisconsin Dells Mayor, Craig 
Casey, who remembered Ruben as 
“being at all the basketball games as 


a great supporter of the 
community.” Executive Director of 
the Wisconsin Dells Visitor and 
Convention Bureau, Romy Snyder, 
added “I’m proud that part of 
history is being preserved. It’s 
attractions like this that make us a 
unique destination.” Sheryl Albers 
a member of the Wisconsin State 
Assembly agreed. “This is a jewel 
in the reel of the Dells,” she said. 

Following the speeches, guests 
took the short ride to the bridge in a 
steam driven locomotive. On the 
bridge, spikes were driven into the 
ground, a ribbon was cut and a 
toast was made. Among those 
present were members of the 
Thundercloud family, Ho-Chunk 
Nation Legislators Elliott Garvin and 
Clarence Pettibone and 
representatives of the President’s 
Office. 

Mucci concluded, that the 
bridge bearing his name will 
continue to serve the public as a 
reminder of things past. 

The train depot and bridge are 
located at N 1 1 5 County Road N 
in Wisconsin Dells. The operating 
1 5” gauge railroad is open 
weekends April-December and daily 
from Memorial Day to Labor Day.

The monument reads: 

In Remembrance 


Twenty-five Wisconsin Winnebago men volunteered for the First World War, serving in 
the 128 th Infantry, Company D, 32 nd Red Arrow Division; Mauston, Wisconsin. The fine 
example set by these men is worthy of exceptional praise because they were not even 
considered full fledged citizens of the United States at the time of their service. 

Foster DeCorah and Robert DeCorah gave their lives on the battlefield on August 5, 
1918. Their deaths were not in vain. The Nation exists today only because of the 
willingness of these brave men to preserve and protect their county by giving their lives in its 
defense. 

The unselfish dedication to the preservation of freedom was in keeping with the highest 
traditions of the Winnebago Warriors and the United States Military Service. 

In remembrance and with the utmost gratitude, this Memorial is humbly dedicated to the 
following Winnebago Veterans of World War I.
